Farther,, is it not clear, that a clergy- 

man may be. free from grofs immoralities;, and yet void enough 
of piety. ? Have.not,fome Deifts, though, perhaps, few, been fo? 
How much more may a man of learning, who profeffes to, be- 

lieve the gofpel, be fo? Or, may che got be defticute of pulpit 
taleuts? Or, again, though a man of fenfe and learning, ard he 
not have fo weak a voice as. not to be heard by above half the 
congregation ? If fo, he.can be of Jitde more ufe in the pulpit 
to the other half, than a, ftatue fet up to look at. VET» 
the attacking of a clergyman’s moral character, is, to people of 
feeling, a very delicate point: Few chufe to hear the odious 
name of a /ibeller os accufer. , Befides, it is 100-well.knowny 
that attempts of this fort, unlefs when fcandal is 34 
in our times, to little purpofe, exeept to gain ift-will-ta the ac~ 
Gufers. Ii fine, confidering the influence of intereft and con- 
nections, and the prefent power of patrons, 1 will be bold to 
fay, that a liberty to object to any thing whatever does, nor! on 
ply.a free election. .The people may ftill want the man they 
moft with for, and that would be fitteft for them. Would this 
be reckoned a free election in chufing a member of Parliament? 
And as fuch a liberty does not imply a freé eleétion, neither 
does it come up to the apoftolic ftandard: . .. 
. To what has now been faid- for illuftrating the election of 
the deacons, Aéts vi. 1.6. I fhall add the opinion of {ote 
eminent critics upon the place, who are in great vogue with 
many of the oppofers of popular eleétion, and who, by .2II, mult 
be owned to have been men of great abiljties. Grotius ad /oc. 
owns, that, in thefe days, the people had the power of électing 
prefbyters as well as. deacons. Erafmus ad /oc. owns, that the 
p2ople had the power of election in general. Di Hammond, 
an eminent Epifcopal, acknowledges, that tlie 
then was very great; that they not only elected the deacons, 
but joined in the choice and miifion of the minifters fent to 
Antioch to quiet the commotions raifed on the head of circum- 
cifion: Adts xv. 22.—25. See his Coniment. on Aéts vi.

Tt was confidently afferted in the city this day, that an offi- 
éer had paffed, in.an open boat, from Gibraltar, through eight 
fail of the Spanifh line, fafe to Ferro}, and arrived at the Ad- 
miralty this morning with difpatches. from General Elliot, 
which, it i$ faid, contain no particular information, but men- 
tion, that the Spaniards now keep up a continual fire, without, 
however, having done any material injury. Wee have made 
every enquiry after the foundation of this report, but have no 
reafon to believe that it is more than the rumour of the day, 
Eng. Chron. 

We ire forry to find, that advice was received yefterday 
fiom Plymouth, of the Trowbridge, Captain Roundtree; for 
Jamaica, being arrived-at that port in diftrefs. She faiked from 
Portfmouth in company with Lord Howe, and parted from 
him on Sunday morning lait, having received much damage in 
a violent gale of wind the preceding evening. It is much to 
be feared, that the blowing weather that has prevailed {ince his 
Lordfhip’s failing, will occafion a feparation of the fleet. 75. 

The officer who arrived from Gibraltar this day, left the 
Gut in an open boat, aud was fired at by feveral Spanith men 
of war, but had the good fortune to efcape, and get on the 
coalt of Portugal, where he got on board an armed araifport. 
There were eight thips of the line then: cruifing of the Gut,
